1® According to V* Bouraistrov, a prominent White Russian in the sugar business 
in Cuba* there is sosae concern among the White Russian colony in Cuba ever 
the recently established Gobierno Nacioml Democratic© Huso en el SxdLllo 
(national Democratic Russian Govorni^nt— in^Exile ) because of t!i© untrastwortli/ 
character of its self-appointed founder , Andres P» Golovchenko, Golovekenke 
issued a proclamation on 20 December 1947 announcing this organimtion as the 
successor to the Provisional Russian Government formed in Petrogr&d in 1917 'hr 
Alexander Kerensky, Bouaistrov claimed to have received a flat denial from 
Kerensl sy, who Is in exile in the United States, of any knowledge of either 
Golovchenko or Golovchenko T s govemmsnt-in-exile . Bounds trov stated that ha 
knew positively that until very recently Golovchenko was without furds, but 
that now he has taken an apartment at 21st and 0 Streets, in Veda&o . which 
is on© of the most expensive In Havana** Boumistrov inferred from two letters 
he has received from Franc© and the U*S 9 Occupation Zone in Gena&iy that the 
writers had knowledge of the now group and that it was getting international 
publicity* H© felt that this was dangerous, and that the new movement should 
be terminated*
